Establishment of Grade and Btreet Improvements.,

Bee. 102, The terms “Improved” and “improvement™ as used In this
thapter in reference to streots, shall be considered to include all grading
or régrading, paving or repaving, planking or replanking, macadamizing
or remacadamizing, groveling or regraveling, and all manner of bridge
work or rondway Improvement or repalr, and all manner of eonstructing
sidewnlks, gutters and curbs within any of the strests of the Clty of St.
Helens, or any port of such street, except ns herein otherwise provided as
to the construction of sidewalls.

Hee, 102, The Common Counell shall have power, and ls hereby au-
thorized, whenever it may deem It expedient to establish or alter the
grades, and to improve any street or alley or parte thereof, now or here-
after lald out or established within the corporate -limits of the City; to

determine the character, kind and extent of such improvement; to levy .

and collect nssepaments upon all lots and parts of lots and parcels of land
specially benefited, direetly or Indirectly, by suech Improvements for the
purpose of defraying the whole or any part of the cost and expense thereof,
and to determine what lands are especially benefited by such improvement
and the amount to which each parcel or tract of land is benefited.

See, 104, Whenever the Common Council shall deem it expedient or
necessary to improve any streot or any part thereof, it shall procure plans
and specifications for an appropriate improvément and the estimates of the
work to be done and the probable cost thereof; and such plans, specifica-
tions and estimates shall be filed in thie office of the Recorder. If the
Counell finds such plans, specifications and estimates satisfactory, It shall
approve the same, or may amend or change the same as it may deem fit.
The Counecil shall thereupon, by resolution, declare {ts Intention of making
sald Improvements, describing the same and including the surseyor's or
cngineer's estimate of the probable cost thereof, The sald resolution must
npecify with convenlent certainty the street or part thereof proposed to be
improved or of which the grade is proposed to be established, or altered,
and the kind of Improvement proposed to be made, The actlon of the Coun-
ell In declaring Ita Intention to lmprove a street, directing publleation of
notice theéreof, providing and adopting the plans, specifications and esti-
mates of the surveyor or engineer, may ill be done In one and the same aet,

See. 105, The resolution of the Council, declaring its purpose to im-
prove any street, as provided in the foregolng section, shall be kept of
record In the office of the Recorder, and shall be published in two consocu-
tive fgsues of some newspaper published in the City of St. Helens, or posted
in three public places within said City for twenty days,

See. 106, Within twenty days from the daté of the first publication
or posting of the notiee required to be published or posted, in the preced-
ing section, the owners of two-thirds or more in front footage of the prop-
erty, which may be subject to nssessment for such lmprovement may make
and file with the Recorder a written remonstrance against the proposed
improvement, grade or alteration thereof, and thereupon the same shall
not be then further proceeded with, and any improvement so defeated by
u remonstrance shall not be again proposed for six months except upon
a petition of the owners of one-half or more of the front footage of the
renl property affected thereby.

See. 107, It no such objection or remonstrance is made and filed with
the Recorder within the time designated, or If any remonstrance so filed
with the Recorder within the time designated ls not signed. by the leégal
owners of two-thirds of the front footage of the property aflfected us herein-
Lefore provided, the Councll shall be deemed to have nequired jurisdiction
over sald street to improve the same, and the Counell may thereafter and
within slx months from the date of the finnl publication of such notice
provide by ordinance for making sald improvement, which shall econform
in all essentin]l matters with the plans and specificutions previously adopted.
In case of a notice to establish a grade or alteration thereof, the Counell
within six months from the final publication of sald notice may establish
the same by ordinance, as proposed in gald notice,

Sec. 108, Upon the taking effect of the ordinance as provided in Sec-
tion , the Recorder shall, as soon as practicable, give notice by publi-
ecation in not less than two Issues of some newspaper published in the City
of St. Helens, or in not lesg than two Issues of some dally newspaper of
general circulation in Portland, Oregon, inviting proposals for making sald
improvement. The Council shall have the power to reject any and all bids
and to award the contract for sald improvement, and to imposa such eon-
ditlons upon the bidders, with regard to bonds and securities and guar-
antees, of the good falth and regponeibility of the bidders, as to fnsure the
faithful completion of the work in strict accordance with the specifications
therefor: and to make all rules and regulations concerning the same that
may be considered advantageous to the City, such contract to be let to
the lowest and best responsible bidder for either the whole of sald Improve-
ment or for such part theréof as will not materially conflict with the com-
plotion of the remaining portlon. The Council shall have power to fix the
time in which every suel improvement shall be completed, and it may
extend such time, should the clreumstances warrant. The Council may also
provide for the proper inspection and supervision of all work done under
the provisions of this chapter.

Sec. 100. Whenever any street improvement is completed in whole or
in part to the satisfaction of the SBurveyor or any olher person or persons
appointed by the Council to oversee and superintend such work, he or
they shall file with the Recorder a certificate of such completion and his or
their approval of such work so completed. The Recorder shall thereupon
post & notice of such completion in three public places In the Cily for a
period of five days, or publish same In one {ssue of soms newspaper pub-
lished In the City of St, Helens, stating therein that a certificate of the com-
pletion of said work has been filed, and stating when the ucceptance thereof
will be considered by the Council. Thereafter und at any time prior to the
date specified in sald notice for the hearing of the same, any owner of any
interest in, or the agent of any property to be affected by the assessment
for the payment of safd improvement, may file his objections, il any, to
i noceptance of sald work, and such objectlons shall be considered aund
the merits thereof determined by the Council, and the declsion of the
Council thereon shall be conclusive.

See. 110. Whenever any street improvement, or the construction,
reconstruction or repair of any sewer, any portion of the cost of which Is
to be ussessed upon the property benefited thereby, s completed in whole
or In such part that the ecost of the whole can be determined, the sur-
veyor or engineer shall certify to the Recorder the accuracy of the original
eslimate of the work to be done, or if, in the progress of the work, it has
been found necessary to make any alterations in sald estimated work, for
any cause whatever, sald surveyor or engineer shall file a corrected eatl-
mate in detall of sueh work. The Councll ghall thereupon apportion the
cost thereof upon the lots, parts of lots and parcels of land adjudged by the
Council to be directly or indirectly henefited thereby. When the Couneil
hae ascertnined what it may deem a just apportionment of sail costs In
aecordanee with the benefit, directly or indiractly, derived by each lot and
part of lot or purcel of land within the improvement district adjudged to
be 8o benefited, the same shall be & proposed assessment, and the Recorder
shiH give notice of the same by posting notice thercof in three public
plnces In eald City for a period of fifteen days, or by publication In two
consecutive issues of some newspaper published in Bt. Helens, Oregon.
which notioe shall specify the whole cost of such improvement, the share
o apportioned to each lot or part of lot or parcel of land, with the name
of the owner thereof, If known to the Recorder, and stating that any ohjec-

tlons to such apportionment that may be made in writing to the Council
and fled with the Recorder within fifteen days from the date of posting
“smeh notico, will be heard and determined by the Counchl before the pas-
suge of any ordinance assessing the cost of sald improvement, and farther
